THE  VERDICT  IS  IN  -  SO  WHAT  HAPPENS  TO  THE 
“LANGBORD”  1933  $20S  NOW? 


On  July  21 ,  2011,  a  jury  decided  that  the  ten  1 933  Saint  Gaudens  $20  double  eagle  gold  coins  (for¬ 
merly  in  possession  of  the  Langbord  family)  are  the  property  of  the  United  States  government. 

While  this  is  a  great  disappointment  to  the  hobby,  a  greater  potential  problem  looms  --  what  will  hap¬ 
pen  to  these  exceptionally  rare  coins  now?  Will  they  be  melted  as  others  have  been?  Will  they  be 
kept  hidden  in  some  government  vault,  never  to  be  appreciated  and  enjoyed?  Will  they  have  ade¬ 
quate  safekeeping  not  only  for  the  near  term,  but  for  posterity?  More  precisely,  exactly  who  -  bureau¬ 
cratic  agency  and/or  individual  --  has  the  responsibility  for  determining  the  fate  of  these  national 
treasures? 

Upon  learning  of  the  jury’s  verdict,  we  at  ICTA  wrote  a  letter  expressing  our  concerns  to  several  offi¬ 
cials  in  the  government  including  Timothy  Geithner  (Secretary  of  the  Treasury),  Rosie  Rios 
(Treasurer  of  the  United  States)  and  Richard  Peterson  (Acting  Director  of  the  U.S.  Mint).  Copies  of 
the  letter  were  sent  to  numismatically  knowledgeable  Members  of  Congress,  Reps.  Frank  Lucas  and 
Ron  Paul. 

In  part,  the  letter  states: 

“The  Industry  Council  for  Tangible  Assets  (ICTA),  Inc.,  is  the  national  trade  association  for  the  rare 
coin,  currency  and  precious  metals  industry,  and  we  seek  specific  assurance  that  these  coins  are 
provided  with  the  utmost  security  and  safekeeping  and  that  there  is  in  place  a  long-term  chain  of  com¬ 
mand  for  their  preservation.  Even  a  remote  possibility  that  these  coins  could  be  melted,  as  has  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  past  to  similar  coins,  is  unacceptable. 

Statements  such  as  those  made  by  Assistant  US  Attorney  Jacqueline  Romero,  “...I  don’t  believe 
they’ll  be  melted  down...”  and  Director  of  the  US  Mint’s  Office  of  Public  Affairs  Tom  Jurkowsky,  “...A 
decision  on  where  the  coins  will  be  stored  or  displayed  has  not  been  made...”  are  troublesome  and 
too  vague  to  guarantee  that  systems  are  in  place  to  ensure  that  these  coins  will  not  be  melted  now 
or  at  any  time  in  the  future.” 

She  “doesn’t  BELIEVE  they’ll  be  melted  down???”  I  don’t  think  that’s  quite  enough  assurance  for 
our  hobby,  do  you?  And  considering  the  many  different  mistakes  the  U.S.  Mint  has  made  over  the 
past  couple  years,  I  can’t  say  I’d  find  it  comforting  that  the  Mint  is  sort  of  in  charge.  If  these  coins 
were  to  accidentally  hit  the  melting  pot,  there  are  no  do-overs.  These  historic  treasures  would  be  for¬ 
ever  lost  to  this  and  future  generations.

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Collecting  and  Investing  in  Morgan  Dollars

I  recently  returned  from  teach¬ 
ing  a  week-long  seminar  at  the 
American  Numismatic

Although  we  only  had  a  handful 
of  students,  it  was  simply  an 
incredible  way  to  spend  a  week 
learning  about  silver  dollars, 
sharing  information  and  coins, 
and  talking  to  others  about  what 
we  love  so  much. 

We  were  honored  one  morning 
by  guest  speaker,  Rick  Sear, 
who  shared  his  experiences  on 
toned  silver  dollars.  Rick  offers 
a  wealth  of  knowledge  and 
experience. 

We  were  also  honored  by  one 
of  the  students  in  the  class,  Carl 
Schwenker,  who  shared  a  box 
of  some  of  his  collection  of 
Morgan  silver  dollar  Deep  Mirror 
Proof-Likes  (DMPLs).  Carl  cur¬ 
rently  has  the  #2  Registry  Set  at 
PCGS. 

While  I  presented  on  such  top¬ 
ics  as  collector  vs.  investor, 
supply  &  demand,  the  economy

FUN  was  held  in  the  same  hall  of  the  Orange  County  Convention 
Center  as  last  year,  and  the  familiarity  helped  everyone  find  their 
way  to  the  show.  A  free  shuttle  bus  provided  by  FUN  took  atten¬ 
dees  to  and  from  the  parking  lot.  Since  the  OCCC  is  a  very  large 
facility,  this  saved  a  lot  of  walking! 

The  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  provided  volunteers  to  work  public 
registration  for  the  show.  A  total  of  18  individuals  came  for  at  least 
one  shift,  and  some  worked  multiple  shifts.  We  registered  just 
under  3,000  public  attendees  during  the  three  days  of  the  show 
without  a  single  problem.  The  only  times  that  lines  reached  three 
deep  were  when  the  charter  busses  full  of  coin  club  members 
arrived.  FUN  gives  financial  assistance  to  clubs  in  order  to  attend 
FUN  shows  -  if  your  club  isn’t  taking  advantage  of  this  great  bene¬ 
fit,  contact  a  member  of  the  FUN  board. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  club  volunteers  who  came  to  help.  I  espe¬ 
cially  want  to  thank  those  who  volunteered  for  more  than  one  shift 
or  more  than  one  day.

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BUYER  BEWARE 


(Collectors  please  read  this) 
By  Tony  Swicer 


Over  the  years  I  have  heard  stories  of 
collectors  who  have  purchased  coins 
from  dealers  and  then  for  whatever 
reason,  they  want  to  return  them.  In 
most  cases  the  dealer  will  not  take 
back  the  coins.  Is  this  right  or  wrong, 
or  beyond  that,  what  is  the  law.  Well, 
there  is  no  law.  If  you  buy  a  coin  today 
and  bring  it  back  within  a  few  days, 
most  dealers  would  take  it  back.  Many 
will  say,  “You  bought  it,  you  own  it”. 
Most  advertisers  and  the  ANA  suggest 
a  two  week  return  policy,  providing 
you  have  not  removed  the  coin  from 
its  original  package  or  have  not 
changed  the  surface  of  the  coin. 
Remember  that  coin  dealers  are  not 
Wal-Mart  or  Home  Depot  where  they 
take  back  almost  anything.  Ask  the 
dealer  if  he  has  a  return  policy.  If  not, 
you  had  better  know  what  you  are 
buying. 

When  you  go  to  a  coin  show  and 
agree  on  a  coin,  agree  on  the  grade, 
and  agree  on  a  price,  and  purchase 
the  coin,  you  have  entered  into  a  legal 
contract.  What  ever  happens  after  that 
in  regards  to  the  coin’s  grade  or  price 
is  totally  irrelevant.  Ten  dealers  can 
tell  you  that  you  paid  too  much.  You 
can  send  the  coin  to  a  grading  service 
and  it  comes  back  a  lower  grade  or  it 
does  not  grade  for  whatever  reason. 
All  this  is  totally  irrelevant.  You  bought 
it,  you  own  it.  The  only  exception  to 
this  is  if  the  coin  is  counterfeit.  Then 
you  can  get  your  money  back.  Always 
get  a  receipt. 

There  are  many  dealers  out  there  that 
sell  properly  graded  coins  and  there 
are  many  dealers  that  don’t  sell  prop¬ 
erly  graded  coins.  The  bottom  line  is, 
that  you  either  learn  to  grade  coins  or 
buy  them  already  certified.  As  far  as 
the  price  of  the  coin,  if  you  do  not 
know  what  the  coin  is  worth,  DON’T 
BUY  IT.  You  cannot  assume  that  the 
dealer  is  selling  at  a  fair  price,  he  may 
not  be.  You  must  know  what  the  grade 
of  the  coin  is  and  what  it  is  worth  or 
DON’T  BUY  IT. 

The  ANA  Grading  Guide  is  helpful  in 
grading,  joining  your  local  coin  club, 
going  to  coin  shows  and  studying  lots 
of  coins  all  help  hone  your  grading 
skills.  Sending  coins  to  a  grading  serv¬ 
ice  and  studying  the  grades  will  help 
your  skills.  The  best  pricing  guide  is 
the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  that  all 
coin  dealers  use.  If  your  cost  of  pur¬ 
chasing  a  coin  is  near  these  prices, 


then  you  are  generally  buying  at  a  fair 
price.  You  can  ask  for  old  copies  of  the 
CDN  from  your  local  dealer  or  you  can 
subscribe  to  the  newsletter. 

In  conclusion,  buying  coins  and  build¬ 
ing  a  nice  collection  is  fun  and  can  be 
rewarding,  but  you  must  know  what 
you  are  doing.  You  must  know  the 
grade  of  the  coin  that  you  are  buying 
and  you  must  know  if  it  is  priced  fairly. 
If  you  don’t  know  these  two  things, 


DON’T  BUY  THE  COIN.  Most  of  the 
time  you  cannot  return  a  coin.  There  is 
no  law  that  says  dealers  have  to  take 
back  coins,  it  is  up  to  the  individual 
dealer.

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LIBERTY

Victoria,  Roma,  Securitas,  Ceres,  Annona,  Virtus,  Concordia,  Felicitas,  Aequitas,  Minerva,  Fortuna,  Spes,  Pax, 
Dacia,  Providentia,  Hispania,  Britannia,  Africa,  Cappadocia,  Corcordia,  Justitia,  Venus,  Diana,  Libertas.  For 
those  not  familiar  with  these  names,  they  are  Roman  goddesses  that  have  found  themselves  engraved  on  the 
reverse  of  many  an  ancient  Roman  coin.  Out  of  the  list  above,  there  is  one  goddess  that  has  transcended  the 
ages  to  be  remembered  even  in  today’s  world  for  she  is  a  common  sight  to  coin  collectors.  That  one  person¬ 
age  who  has  graced  just  about  every  denominational  coin  that  the  United  States  has  minted  and  is  still  found 
on  the  coins  from  this  country  and  many  others  is  none  other  than  the  goddess  called  Liberty! 

Who  is  this  Roman  goddess  and  how  is  she  remembered  from  the  ancient  world  into  this  modern  era?  Her 
story  began  in  238  B.  C.,  a  time  before  the  second  Punic  War,  when  Liberty  was  elevated  to  the  status  of  god¬ 
dess.  Tiberius  Gracchus  order  that  a  temple  be  built  on  Aventine  Hill  (the  southern  most  of  the  seven  hills  of 
Roma)  to  honor  the  goddess  Libertas.  In  the  years  58  to  57  B.C.  another  temple  to  Libertas  was  constructed 
on  Palatine  Hill  (the  centermost  hill  of  Roma)  by  order  of  Publius  Clodius  Pulcher.  However,  this  temple  was 
destroyed  by  Cicero  after  his  return  from  exile  for  it  occupied  land  that  was  inherently  his.  In  46  B.C.  the 
Roman  senate  voted  to  erect  a  shrine  to  Libertas  to  honor  Julius  Caesar,  but  it  was  never  constructed  and 
instead  a  statue  was  placed  in  the  Romanum  Forum.  From  that  beginning,  she  became  the  most  recognized 
feature  in  the  world  found  on  coins. 


But  why  is  Liberty  so  well  remembered?  Mostly  all  the  gods  and  goddesses  had  certain  items  accompanying 
their  portraits  which  were  used  as  identifiers  to  who  they  were.  Libertas  was  no  exception  and  had  two  such 
items,  the  cap  (pileus)  and  the  rod  (vindicta  or  fes- 
tuca),  both  of  which  are  connected  to  a  Roman 
slave  being  freed.  The  newly  freed  slave,  who  had 
their  head  shaved  of  hair,  was  given  the  cap  or 
pileus  to  wear.  This  cap  symbolized  that  person’s 
newly  acquired  status.  The  rod  was  used  by  the 
lictor  of  the  magistratus  in  the  ceremony  “vindicav- 
it  in  libertatem”  to  actually  free  the  slave  from  their 
previous  owner.  Either  one  or  both  of  these  items, 
especially  the  pileus  were  seen  in  the  depictions 
of  Libertas  in  her  classical  Roman,  flowing,  white 


robe.  However,  there  were  exceptions  and  one  was  a  Denarius  (42  BC)  issued  by  Cassius  Longinus  and 
Lentulus  Spinther,  depicted  the  crowned  head  of  Libertas,  with  a  sacrificial  jug  and  lituus  (wand)1  on  the 
reverse  (see  picture  1 ).  Most  of  the  Roman  coins  in  the  early  part  of  Anno  Domini  (up  until  324  when  Constantine 
became  the  first  Christine  Emperor  of  Roman)  did  depict  Libertas  with  both  cap  and  rod  (see  pictures  2  and  3).

There  then  came  a  time  when  the  Roman  gods  and  goddesses  of  old  began  to 
disappear  from  the  coins  of  Rome.  With  the  crowning  of  Constantine,  the 
Roman  Empire  began  the  change  of  paganism  to  Christianity  and  the  only  god¬ 
dess  still  to  adorn  the  reverse  of  Roman  coins  was  Victoria  (see  picture  4). 
However,  even  that  changed  and  the  once  popular  deities  of  old  were  forgotten 
except  in  name  only.  Their  names  are  every  lasting  in  English  words;  victory 
from  Victoria,  justice  from  Justitia,  security  from  Securitas,  virtue  from  Virtus, 
concord  from  Concordia,  equality  from  Aequitas,  fortune  from  Fortuna,  even 
Britain  was  named  after  the  goddess  Britannia.  So,  how  did  a  once  forgotten 
Roman  goddess  named  Libertas  (Liberty)  become  such  an  endearing  emblem 
for  the  United  States?  It  was  because  of  what  she  symbolized;  Freedom!

With  the  discovery  of  the  Americas,  a  whole  new  exciting  world  was  opened 
for  those  brave  enough  to  explore  this  vast  new  land.  The  first  characterization 
of  America  was  the  Indian  queen,  a  proud  woman  atop  a  giant  armadillo,  with 
battle  axe,  bow  and  arrow  and  very  little  of  anything  else  (see  picture  5).  This 
conveyed  to  those  brave  hearts  willing  to  explore,  a  world  of  exoticism  and 
savagery,  with  the  possibilities  of  wealth  to  those  who  dared  take  that  chance  to 
tame  this  new  land.  However,  this  characterization  of  America  soon  converted  to 
the  gentler  Indian  Princess,  a  fair  maiden  who  was  barefoot  and  modestly  dressed. 
This  modification  was  to  entice  settlers  to  this  now  semi-  tamed  land  and  this  char¬ 
acterization  lasted  up  until  and  beyond  the  War  for  Independence  (1775-1783).

One  of  tne  contributing  factors  for  the  use  of  the  goddess  Liberty  on  United  States  coins  stemmed  from  the 
use  of  the  goddess  Britannia  on  English  coins.  Even  before  Liberty  found  her  way  onto  the  United  States 
coinage,  she  had  been  depicted,  along  with  several  other  old  Roman  goddesses,  on  tokens  that  were  used  in 
the  Colonies.  The  1776  halfpenny,  engraved  by  Col.  Paul  Revere  (Massachusetts  unofficial  coppers)  had  the 
goddess  Liberty  prominently  displayed  on  the  reverse  of  that  coin  (see  picture  6).  So  did  the  Georgius 
Triumpho  token  of  1783  (see  picture  7).  With  the  wide  spread  usage  of  British  coinage  in  the  Colonies  depict¬ 
ing  Britannia,  it  is  not  a  far  stretch  to  see  the  founders  of  our  nation  employing  Liberty  as  the  symbol  of  free¬ 
dom  to  be  used  on  our  coins.  Another  personification  of  Liberty  also  started  appearing  on  coins  and  tokens  of 
the  Colonies  and  she  was  Columbia3  (see  picture  8  &  9).  Notice  that  she  is  depicted  wearing  the  pileus  or 
cap  of  freedom.

The  first  official  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America,  a  half  disme,  was  minted  in  1 792  and  bore  the  semblance 
of  Liberty4  facing  to  the  left  on  the  obverse  with  and  the  eagle  carrying  arrows  in  its  claws  on  the  reverse5 

(see  picture  10).  In  the  basement  of  a  private 
facility  owned  by  John  Harper,  a  total  of  1500 
pieces  of  this  half  disme  designed  by  Robert 
Birch  were  struck  using  United  States  mint  per¬ 
sonnel.  These  coins  were  received  by  Thomas 
Jefferson  on  July  13th  of  that  year.  Later  on  in 
that  year,  the  silver  center  cent,  the  Birch  cent 
and  the  disme  all  followed  with  Liberty  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Liberty 
did  not  have  the  two  items  that  identified  her  on 
these  early  coins.  However,  Liberty  was  depict¬ 
ed  with  the  pileus  on  the  half  cent  of  1793  and 
PicturelO  the  pileus  and  rod  on  the  1795  half  cent. 


From  that  last  decade  of  the  18th  century,  Liberty  became  a  feature  on  just  about  every  coin  that  the  United 
States  minted,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  cent  piece.  Designers  such  as  Voigt,  Scot,  Reich,  Longacre,  Barber, 
Kneass,  Gobrecht,  Weinman,  MacNeil,  Morgan,  Francisci  and  Saint-Gaudens  went  about  depicting  Liberty  in  dif¬ 
ferent  poses  and  styles.  Some  of  those  designs  were  mis-construed  with  lasting  results.  Longacre’s  Indian  head 
cent  is  actually  Liberty  wearing  an  Indian  head  dress  and  Weiman’s  “Mercury”6  dime  is  actually  “A  Winged 
Liberty  Head”  dime.  Then  there  were  some  cultural  mistakes  made  by  the  designer’s  themselves.  Since  Liberty 
was  a  female  personification,  she  would  never  have  been  allowed  by  any  Indian  tribe  to  wear  an  Indian  war  bon¬ 
net  or  Indian  chief’s  head  dress  such  as  Longacre  and  Saint-Gaudens  depicted  her  wearing.  One  would  guess 
that  this  was  artistic  expression  and  that  is  why  these  designs  were  approved  and  placed  on  coins.  For  over  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  her  reign  of  being  on  United  States  coins  lasted,  until  it  came  to  a  close  with  Liberty  being 
replaced  in  1946  with  Roosevelt  on  the  dime  and  then  in  1948  with  Franklin  being  placed  on  the  half  dollar  coin. 

After  a  hiatus  of  forty  years,  Liberty  once  again  found  herself  on  United  States  minted  coins;  in  1986,  when  she 
graced  the  Statue  of  Liberty  Commemorative  coins  and  Weiman’s  Walking  Liberty  on  the  silver  one  dollar  bul¬ 
lion  coin.  So,  Liberty  once  again  regained  her  former  glory  and  now  graces  the  United  States  bullion  coin  series, 
from  the  silver  dollar  coin,  with  gold  coins  using  Saint-Gaudens  Liberty,  up  to  and  including  the  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lar  platinum  coin.  She  was  also  found  on  the  New  York  State  quarter  minted  in  2001,  the  first  and  only  time  that 
Liberty  was  depicted  on  the  reverse  of  a  United  States  business  strike  coin 


Liberty’s  popularity  was  not  confined  to  the  Roman  Empire  and  the  United  States  for  we  were  not  the  only  coun¬ 
tries  to  use  Liberty  as  a  symbol  on  our  coinage.  When  Frederic  Bartholdi  designed  the  statue  of  Liberty,  that  per¬ 
sonification  of  Liberty  was  seen  on  coins  in  use  in  French  Indo-china 
(see  picture  11).  So  too  did  the  Swiss  freely  use  Libertas  (Liberty)  on 
both  Rappen  and  Franc  denominational  coins.  The  countries  of 
South  America  (Argentina,  Brazil  and  Peru)  also  adopted  Libertad 
(Liberty)  as  a  much  used  symbol  of  freedom  on  their  coins  as  well 
(see  pictures  12,  13  and  14  on  page  44).

Springs  -  Colorado  College  -  ANA  School  -  Money  Museum  -  All  the  coin  junkies  your  mother 
warned  you  about  since  you've  been  a  little  boy.  -  Make  sure  you're  not  dead.  -  Pinch  yourself  twice, 
once  hard  to  make  sure  you're  alive.  -  You  must  be  in  heaven.  -  You  must  be  in  coin  heaven  where 
all  the  old  numies  go.  -  I  didn't  have  to  blow  myself  up  to  get  here  like  in  Jihad.  I  know  this  because 
I  don't  have  72  pubescent  girls  throwing  themselves  at  me.  That's  okay,  I  wouldn't  know  how  to  han¬ 
dle  it  anyway. 

I'd  like  to  thank  FUN  for  giving  me  a  chance  to  scratch  another  item  off  of  my  Bucket  List.  I  tried 
to  be  the  best  ambassador  I  could  be,  extolling  the  merit  and  virtue  of  the  Biggest  and  Best  Coin 
Collecting  Club  in  the  nation.  I  tried  to  be  as  diplomatic  as  Franklin,  and  beer  drinking  and  scotch 
quaffing  etiquette  was  observed. 

Every  night  after  class  we  would  retire  to  the  "Luna  Lounge"  for  further  scholarly  endeavors,  some¬ 
times  referred  to  as  Bull  Sessions.  I  strongly  protest  the  reference  of  these  scholarly  discourses  as 
B.S.  If  another  term  be  needed,  I  prefer  tall  tales  -  we  are  all  gentlemen! 

The  days  would  start  early,  and  they  would  go  fast  because  we  were  learning  and  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter  had  our  attention.  Intermediate  Coin  Grading  was  easily  one  of  the  most  popular  classes.  It  filled 
up  quickly,  and  had  a  waiting  list.  (Sounds  familiar,  like  the  waiting  list  for  a  table  at  one  of  our  month¬ 
ly  coin  shows.) 

We  had  three  instructors  for  24  students.  The  first  two  days  they  assessed  our  knowledge,  and 
broke  us  down  to  three  tables  of  eight,  with  rotating  instructors  for  the  remainder  of  the  classes. 

It  amazes  me  to  see  where  I  started,  and  how  far  you  can  go  with  expert  and  intense  instruction. 
We  would  look  at  coins  for  a  maximum  of  15  seconds  and  then  give  them  a  grade.  The  instructor 
from  N.G.C.  John  Schuch,  estimated  he  had  graded  over  two  million  coins  in  the  last  6  years  work¬ 
ing  with  N.G.C. -but  that's  not  what  impressed  me  about  John.  What  impressed  me  was  how  much 
he  loved  what  he  was  doing  and  sharing  it  with  other  Numies-Paying  it  forward-that's  what  the 
Summer  Seminar  is  all  about-Some  of  the  smartest  guys  in  the  coin  biz,  sharing  their  knowledge. 

It  feels  like  I’ve  had  a  coin  hangover  or  I'm  in  a  coin  coma, this  is  what  its  like  getting  your  Red  Book 
signed  by  Ken  Bressett,  or  asking  Rick  Snow  any  question  you  want  about  Indian  Head  Pennies. 

After  the  ANA  school  ended  I  took  my  family  on  a  50  mile  camping  rafting  trip  on  the  Arkansas 
River.  This  made  for  the  best  family  bonding  vacaction  we  ever  been  on.  Besides  the  the  water  raft¬ 
ing  we  saw  the  Manitou  Indian  Cliff  Dwellings,  these  are  some  of  the  earliest  American  Indians  to 
roam  North  America  circa  1200  B.C. 

If  you  are  considering  applying  for  the  FUN  scholarship-1  counsel  you  in  the  strongest  terms  to  just 
"Do  It".  This  is  an  experience  that  can  be  a  life  changer.  Speak  to  as  many  people  as  you  can  find. 
Find  out  what  summer  camp  for  adults  is  all  about  and  why  some  people  make  this  their  summer 
vacation  destination  for  the  last  ten  years. 

All  I  can  say  is  that  this  has  been  one  of  my  best  summers  ever  and  can't  thank  the  members  of 
the  Palm  Beach  Coin  Club  and  the  officers  of  FUN  for  making  this  opportunity  available  to  me.

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The  Ultimate  “Racketeer  Nickel”

Most  of  us  know  the  story  of  the  1883  No  Cents  “Racketeer  Nickel”,  the 
first  year  of  issue  of  the  Liberty  Nickel,  minted  from  1883  through  1912.. 

Because  the  first  issue  of  this  date  was  issued  with  “E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM”  on  the  lower  reverse  and  no  indication  fo  the  (Five  Cents)  value, 
it  left  the  door  wide  open  for  con  men,  cheats  and  just  plain  crooks  to 
take  advantage  fo  the  situation  and  make  a  few  bucks. 

The  new  Liberty  Nickel  obverse  design  looked  a  great  deal  like  that  of  the 
then  circulating  $5.00  Liberty  Gold  coin,  enough  so  that  many  of  the  nick¬ 
els  were  gold  plated  and  passed  as  the  higher  denomination  coin.  Aftr  all,  it  DID  have  the  large  “V” 
in  the  center  of  the  reverse  to  indicate  “FIVE  (Dollars),  right?  Later  in  the  inaugural  year  the  Mint 
redesigned  the  reverse  to  put  FIVE  CENTS  at  the  bottom  and  relocated  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  over 
the  “V”. 

One  fanciful  story  (entirely  documaneted)  that  emanated  out  of  this 
scam  was  the  one  of  a  mute  by  the  name  of  Josh  Tatum.  Legend  has 
it  that  it  was  a  common  practice  for  Josh  to  go  into  a  store,  usually  a 
cigar  store,  plop  the  gold-plated  nickel  down  on  the  counter,  and  point 
to  a  cigar.  The  proprietor  would  give  Josh  the  cigar  and  change  for  a 
$5.00  coin. 

As  the  story  goes,  when  the  hoodwinked  store  owner  tried  to  prosecute 
poor  ‘ol  Josh,  the  charge  would  never  stick,  because  as  a  mute,  Josh 
never  asked  for  change  for  the  $5.00.  He  simply  picked  up  his  cigar 
and  the  $4.95,  nodded  to  the  owner  and  left. 

Many  feel  that  the  true  gold-plated  Racketeere  Nickel  used  back  in  th  early 
1880’s  had  to  have  a  reeded  edge,  as  did  the  $5.00  Gold  piece.  Most  of  these 
original  pieces  are  now  quite  worn,  with  only  remnants  of  the  plating  remaining. 

The  coin  illustrated  with  this  article  is  what  I  refer  to  as  the  “Ultimate"  Racketeer 
Nickel. 

It  is  an  1886-dated  specimen,  the  second  rarest  coin  in  the  series  in  low  grades, 
and  it  has  been  reeded  all  the  way  around  the  edge  save  for  a  very  small  unreed¬ 
ed  portion  at  about  11  o’clock.  My  conjuecture  is  that  a  non-1883  No  Cents  nick¬ 
el  was  used  because  everyone  was  tuned  into  the  1883-dated  coins  for  the 
scam.  The  perpetrator  just  happened  to  use  a  rare  coin  for  his  handiwork  on  this 
piece. 

Even  more  interesting  is  the  fact  that  he  went  a  step  further  and  engraved  the  word  “FIVE"  where 
CENTS  has  previously  been.  This  guy  really  went  to  a  lot  of  trouble  to  fool  folks!

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Looking  At  Collectible  Silver  When  The  Price  Of 
Bullion  Is  High:  Early  US  Silver  Coinage

In  1829,  the  west  coast  of  what  is  now  the  United  States  was  as  exotic  a  place  to  most  east 
coast  residents  as  Antarctica.  The  “Northwest  Territory”  included  what  would  become  the  states  of 
Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Michigan.  Native  Americans  of  quite  a  few  nations  were  still  living  as  their  ances¬ 
tors  had  for  millennia.  And  the  United  States  Mint  pounded  out  1.23  million  half  dimes. 

Today,  with  the  prices  for  silver  and  gold  reaching  amazing  highs  -  prices  that  haven’t  been 
seen  for  decades  -  plenty  of  collectors  feel  it’s  time  to  step  back  from  purchasing  any  silver  or  gold. 
But  amidst  all  the  mayhem  are  some  beautiful  coins  that  haven’t  been  jolted  by  the  commodities 
prices  of  the  past  few  years,  or  that  have  at  least  have  not  been  affected  too  much.  If  we  look  at 
some  of  the  early  silver  of  the  US  Mint,  we  just  might  be  surprised  at  what  is  still  available. 

Now,  in  defining  “affordable,  early  United  States  silver,”  let’s  be  specific  as  to  what  it  is  not.  It 
is  emphatically  not  the  first  issues  of  the  young  Mint.  Anything  that  the  US  Mint  put  out  with  a  date 
starting  with  17  is  going  to  cost.  No,  we  are  looking  at  what  generally  gets  called  the  Liberty  Cap 
design.  This  gives  us  a  compact  group  of  denominations  from  which  to  build  a  type  set.  As  we’ll  also 
see,  it  gives  us  some  latitude  as  to  what  dates  we  want  to  add  to  any  growing  set. 

So,  back  to  the  half  dime.  It  is  the  smallest  United  States  silver  coin  that  was  authorized  in 
the  original  Mint  Act,  although  the  silver  3-cent  pieces  that  came  later  would  be  smaller.  There  were 

less  than  1 00K  of  them  minted  in  1 794  and  1 795,  and  the 
mintage  totals  for  these  little  guys  never  really  took  off 
from  there.  In  1806  they  began  a  decades-long  nap, 
awakening  only  in  1829. 

From  1829  through  1837,  there  were  at  least  a  mil¬ 
lion  half  dimes  issued  annually,  less  one  of  those  years 
(and  even  that  year,  1832,  came  close).  Indeed,  the 
1835  total  was  2.7  million  of  these  little  beauties.  All 
those  big  numbers  add  up  to  some  rather  available  coins,  including  some  relatively  small  number 
price  tags,  even  today. 

What  you  choose  to  pay  for  any  Liberty  Cap  half  dime  you  gather  into  your  personal  collec¬ 
tion  is  up  to  you,  but  this  is  still  a  series  in  which  $100  will  make  some  good  inroads.  That  prover¬ 
bial  C-note  will  land  you  one  of  these  small  pieces  in  VF-20  or  very  fine  shape,  as  a  general  rule. 
That’s  certainly  not  mint  state,  but  it  is  a  grade  with  some  good  detail  left  on  it. 

If  1829  was  a  first  year  for  half  dimes,  it  was  the  two  decade  mark  for  its  next  bigger  sibling, 
the  dime.  Like  the  half  dime,  dimes  had  been  minted  pretty  much  right  from  the  get-go,  in  1796.  But, 
as  with  all  the  early  United  States  coins,  they  are  rare  enough  today  that  they  are  hardly  affordable 
to  the  collector  of  average  means. 

The  dimes  that  bear  the  Liberty  Cap  design 
though,  well,  they  first  appeared  in  1809,  and  came  out 
in  fits  and  starts  all  through  the  1820’s.  By  1828  their 
diameter  had  been  reduced  slightly,  but  their  mintages 
were  at  least  well  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  By  the 
late  1830’s,  when  the  design  was  changed  to  the  Seated 
Liberty  image,  there  were  at  least  a  million  dimes  coming 
out  each  year.

If  the  mintages  are  roughly  the  same  for  these  early  dimes  as  for  the  half  dimes,  it’s  probably 
no  huge  surprise  that  the  price  tags  are  as  well.  What  is  perhaps  surprising  is  that  the  prices  for  so 
many  of  these  early  dimes  are  roughly  the  same,  regardless  of  the  totals  for  their  mintages.  This 
most  likely  reflects  the  fact  that  they  are  true  collector  coins,  and  that  most  folks  purchase  one  as  part 
of  a  type  set,  instead  of  each  of  the  coins  as  a  date  run.  But  whatever  the  case,  the  $100  we  men¬ 
tioned  as  the  buy  in  for  a  decent  half  dime  will  fit  the  bill  here  as  well.  The  1835  is  the  most  common 
of  these  early  dimes,  which  means  it  should  be  the  easiest  to  find.  Try  to  find  an  1830  though,  if  you 
can.  Its  mintage  is  lower  than  many  of  the  other  dates,  yet  its  prices  don’t  appear  to  be  any  higher. 

The  next  rung  up  the  ladder  when  it  comes  to  the  Liberty  Cap  design  is  the  quarter.  As  with 
the  previous  two  denominations,  the  quarter  had  a 
tough  time  when  it  comes  to  production  of  large 
mintages.  At  the  time  the  Liberty  Cap  design  was 
first  produced  on  the  twenty  five  cent  pieces,  in 
1 81 5,  the  denomination  had  been  made  for  only  five 
years  of  the  previous  two  decades  in  which  it  had 
been  authorized.  Apparently,  the  quarter  was  a  long 
way  from  being  the  work  horse  coin  it  is  today.  It 
wasn’t  until  1835  that  there  was  a  mintage  figure 
that  went  over  the  one  million  mark.  Actually,  that  1.95  million  in  1835  was  something  of  a  stand¬ 
alone  year,  as  there  wouldn’t  be  another  that  saw  over  a  million  quarters  until  well  into  the  reign  of 
the  Seated  Liberty  design. 

Once  again,  the  prices  of  Liberty  Cap  quarters  show  a  pattern  that  mirrors  those  of  their  small¬ 
er  siblings.  The  $100  we  mentioned  earlier  will  only  net  a  person  an  F-12  or  fine  specimen  here,  but 
it  seems  to  do  so  for  an  1835,  or  for  an  1832  or  an  1837,  which  saw  only  320,000  coins  or  252,400 
respectively.  It  appears  that  the  hunt  for  a  good  Liberty  Cap  quarter  might  just  yield  an  attractive 
piece  at  a  pretty  attractive  price. 

The  biggest  of  the  Liberty  Cap  coins  has  to  be  the  half  dollar,  as  there  were  no  silver  dollars 
issued  from  1803  all  the  way  until  1840.  We  might  have  saved  the  best  for  last  here,  as  there  are 
plenty  of  coins  and  dates  from  which  to  choose,  spanning  the  years  1807  all  the  way  into  the  1830’s. 
In  the  early  years  of  the  Mint,  silver  metal  was  often  provided  by  an  individual  for  coins  as  they  wished 
it.  One  can  imagine  that  most  depositors  wanted  their  coins  in  the  largest  silver  denominations  they 
could  get  -  or  at  least,  one  imagines  it  based  on  the  official  Mint  tallies.  The  first  year  to  top  the  one 
million  mark  is  1808.  The  first  two  million  plus  mark  was  crossed  in  1819.  It  was  1824  that  saw  3.5 
million  produced.  Then  1826  and  1827  topped  4  million  and  5  million,  respectively.  To  what  end  does 
all  this  lead  us?  To  the  end  that  getting  one  for  a  collection  today  is  not  as  hard  as  a  person  might 
think.  Believe  it  or  not,  that  $100  we  have  already  mentioned  will  again  land  you  a  Liberty  Cap  half 
dollar  in  VF-20.  Not  bad  at  all. 

The  next  time  the  price  of  silver  metal  crosses  what  appears  to  be  another  impossibly  high 
upper  limit,  just  relax.  Remember,  there  is  still  some  great  early  US  silver  available  for  the  wise,  fru¬ 
gal  collector.

If  you  do  not  have  a  table  at  the  F.U.N.  show  and  would  like  entry  into  the  convention  hall  during  dealer  hours,  you 
may  do  so  by  purchasing  an  "early  bird  badge."  The  cost  of  the  badge  is  $100.00.  You  will  need  to  pay  your  current 
year's  dues  of  $15.00,  if  they  are  not  already  paid.

Also,  your  early  bird  badge 
will  give  you  access  to  F.U.N. 's  security  room.  It  will  open  at  noon  on  Monday,  January  2nd  and  remain  open  24 
hours  a  day  until  noon  on  Monday,  January  9th.  This  badge  will  not  allow  you  behind  any  dealer's  table. 

Your  other  option  is  to  prepay  for  your  early  bird  badge.  If  your  badge  is  prepaid,  you  may  pick  it  up  in  the  "express 
lane"  to  the  side  of  the  early  bird  counter,  without  waiting  behind  those  who  need  to  pay.  Pre-payment  will  save  you 
time  in  the  line!  If  you  want  to  prepay  your  early  bird  badge,  please  send  your  check  for  $100.00  if  your  dues  have 
already  been  paid  for  the  calendar  year  of  the  show,  or  $115.00  if  you  owe  dues.

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The  “Key”  to  a 
Classic  Counterfeit 

Don  Allen  (FUN  LM780)  delights  in  crafting  the  literal  (letters  not  digits)  Sudoku  chal¬ 
lenges  that  have  been  running  in  FUN-Topics  for  several  years.  Don’s  most  recent 
challenge,  as  “solved”  above,  has  the  unexpected  keying,  “WORTH  FACE,”  and  the 
post-1917  note,  thrice  stamped  and  twice  punched  “counterfeit”  and  “VOID”  is  an 
unlikely  item  to  command  its  $100  face  value. 

A  much  handled  book  on  Don’s  “world  numismatics’  shelf  is  Murray  Teigh  Bloom, 
Money  of  their  Own,  “an  account  of  the  world’s  greatest  counterfeiters”  (New  York: 
Charles  Scribner’s  Sons,  1957).  In  this  highly  readable  work,  one  chapter,  “Bernie  and 
Solly:  The  Inside  Story  of  Nazi  Germany’s  Counterfeiting,”  tells  of  “Operation 
Bernhard”  and  the  counterfeiting  of  $600,000,000  worth  of  Bank  of  England  notes  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II. 


The  Imperial  Bank  of  Canada  $100  of  1917  (which  dates  it  to  the  close  of  World  War 
I)  may  well  have  been  in  some  sense,  a  forerunner  of  those  staggering  runs  of  World 
War  II  Bank  of  England  pounds.  The  “clearing”  notation  strongly  suggests  an  overseas 
origin.  Don  says  he  has  seen  such  fakes  offered  on  a  “coin”  bourse  at  $95  or  $100, 
though  he  hasn’t  witnessed  a  sale.  “Worth  face,”  accordingly,  may  be  no  exaggera¬ 
tion,  although  any  thoughts  of  “redemption”  would  be  quite  another  matter.
